EORDaN  (L-hlG-HTON  ROgJ^.SITE ) - Here  there  is  n.  most  satisfactorv  / 
supply  from  a,  Borehole  97  feet  deep.  The  water  is  pumped  intA  ^ 
overhead  tanks,  and  fed  by  gravitation  to  eight  Cou^^fHousL. 

pro  Wc.r  Council  Houses  are  to  be  oonnected  to  this  supply. 

" A Borehole  100  feet  deep  has  been  sunk  on 
this  site,  and  water  can  bo  pumped  at  the  rate  of  8,640  gallons  per 
24  ho^s.  This  will  supply  sixteen  i,irey  Type  Houses,  the  buildin^- 
of  which  will  commence  at  an  early  date,  ^ 


MIBD7«^pv/N,  - site  has  been  acquired,  on  which  it  is  proposed  to 
build  twenty  houses,  adequate  supply  of  water  is  available  from 
a well,  but  as  repeated  Bacteriological  Examinations  of  samples  of 
this  water  have  shown  that  it  must  bo  regarded  as  suspicious,  a 
Chlorinating  Plant  will  be  insto.lled.  Chemical  ilnalysis  of  the  wp.tor 
shows  that  it  is  suitable  in  all  respects  for  drinking  and  domestic 
use. 


Bi^USLBY  - a site  has  been  selected,  on  which  it  Is  proposed  to  build 
32  houses  and  two  Shops,  There  is  alrcadjr  a useful  Borehole  on  tho 
site,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  present  owner  for  the 
Council  to  trJcG  over  this  Borehole,  It  is  intended  to  deepen  tho 
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3. 

Bore  in  order  to  improve  the  yield. 

LL.JII)YGBIL  - Boroholo  87  feet  deep  hr-s  been  sunk  on  p.  site  r.oq.uircd 
’Ey  th  )Council,  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  build  twenty  houses. 

continuous  168  hours  pumping  test  was  mp.de  at  the  ra,te  of  12,480 
gcvllons  per  24  hours.  The  Chemicp.l  /jialysis  n,nd  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  the  wp.ter  is  satisfactory, 

B7  HOUSES, 

The  building  of  ton  new  Council  Houses  was  noa,rinrg  completion  at 
the  end  of  the  yo'ir,  rnd  four  of  them  were  almost  ready  for  occupation 
Theses  arc  in  the  Parish  of  BERRIIT'',  and  four  more  houses  are  to 
be  built  on  this  site.  It  has  also  been  decided  to  build  two  houses 
on  the  site  owned  by  the  Council  in  P’YPPRllI  LilTE,  BEPJcI2\7,  in  order 
to  fill  in  the  q.uartor  of  an  acre  left  after  building  six  houses 
before  the  War. 

^i.BERL/lULE  - It  has  been  decided  to  erect  eight  houses  at  ^^bcrmulc,  and 
a suita.ble  site  has  been  inspected.  Other  Housing  proposals  by  the 
Council  have  been  mentioned  under  the  heading  ”W...TER”  above* 

PRIV.,..TE  lilTTERPRISE  - Five  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise 
during  the  year,  four  of  which  are  occupied  by  agricultural  workers* 
RECONSTRUCTIOHS  - During  the  year,  three  houses  were  reconstructed 
and  modernised,  p,nd  two  cagricultural  workers  cottages  £it  Garthmyl, 
very  badly  damaged  by  fire,  were  p.gain  made  habitable. 

Pltins  have  been  mp.de  for  the  building  of  two  houses,  by  the  Milk 
Ivlarketing  Bop.rd,  for  occupation  by  key  workers  at  the  Cattle  Breeding 
Centre,  Leighton* 

BRalHAGE  iJill)  SEiArERaGB  - Sewage  Disposal  Plants  have  been  built  on  the 
Council’s  Housing  Sites  at  Forden  (Leighton  Road),  Churchstoke,  and 
Berriow,  for  disposing  of  the  Sewage  from  the  Council  Houses  only. 
Otherx\’ise,  there  has  not  been  any  change, 

RIVERS  /ITD  STRE.tJVI.S  - The  position  is  exactly  the  Scame  as  reported 
for  many  years, 

PUBLIC  CLE.USBTG  - Ho  change  of  any  kind  during  the  year. 

II7SPECTI0N  .J7D  SUPDRVISIOH  OF  FOOD, 

MILK  SUPPLY  - Farms  rnd  Dairies  throughout  the  District  are  frequent- 
ly inspected,  and  a good  struidcard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained, 

i.  further  21  Coi¥houses  were  reconstructed  during  the  year,  in 
order  to  make  them  suitp.blo  for  the  accommodation  of  milking  cows. 

The  Coimty  Council  is  rosp-^nsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  which  p.re  concerned  with  the  issue 
of  Licences  to  produce  ’’Tuberculin  Tested”  and  ’’iiccrodited”  Milk,  and 
with  the  supervision  of  the  methods  of  production  of  such  designated 
milk.  During  the  year,  eleven  more  T.T.  Producers  were  registered  in 
the  District.  The  County  Council  also  samples  for  Tubercle  ?.nd  other 
Bacilli, 

10.L..T  mspECTIOH  - The  slau^tering  of  pjiimals  for  human  consumption 
is  centralised,  and  for  this  area  it  is  cp.rried  out  a,t  ITowtown  under 
Government  a,rrp.ngemonts.  nevertheless,  shops  and  vp.ns  are  kept  under 
supervision,  and  during  the  year,  everything  was  satisfactory, 

BvJCBHOUSES  - The  three  Bakehouses  in  the  District  are  regularly 
inspected,  and  pj*c  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 

a.NIT.>,RY  mSPECTIOn  OF  TFE  i,RBi.. 

The  District  is  regulr.rly  inspected,  and  where  defects  hr.ve 
been  found,  they  have  been  remedied  as  f?vr  r.s  possible,  still  ha.ving 
regard  to  the  restrictions  on  man  power  and  ma.terials.  n large 
number  of  major  P.nd  minor  works  of  improvement  ha,ve  been  cp.rried  out, 
but  there  pj’e  still  la.rge  numbers  of  dwellings  badly  in  need  of 
major  repairs  and  reiterations  to  bring  them  up  to  a rcasona.ble 
standard,  I'Dany  owners  of  those  old  houses  are  reluctant  to  spend 
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4» 

thG  Icir^c  sums  of  money  now  req.uirod  to  recdinstruct  property,  as 
the  pre-war  rents,  sometimes  as  low  as  two  or  three  shillings  per 
week,  does  not  nicike  it  an  economical  proposition. 

SCHOOLS  - *.11  Schools  are  in  fair  sanitary  condition.  Badly  needed 
works  of  improvement  at  Churchstoke  School,  including  the  Wilding 
of  now  sanitary  conveniences , have  been  carried  out.  i.ll  schools, 
except  Churchstoke  School,  have  an  adequate  supply  of  water. 

ii.rrangoments  have  now  been  made  for  Churchstoke  School  to  have 
a piped  supply  from  the  Council's  neorby  Housing  Site,  a,s  soon  as 
possible.
